IT # eafie to ſay I have been much importun d, Ly Perſons of Vuality, to 
Publiſh my Compoſitions : But though I could plead it ( and without 
Vain Pretenſions ) yet Hon 1 ſhall nave rt, Nor was I dran® to it ty any 
little thoughts of prrvate Gatn ;; though men of my Rela'rons (as the 
world now goes) are juſth preſum'd not to over flow and prrbaps the 
matter will net reach that walue, let the Stationct look to that,wbo bims- 
ſelfe bath undergone the Charge and Trouble of the uhole Impreſſion ; 
who yet (by bis favour ) bath lately made told toprent, in oe Book, aloe 
twenty of my Songs, whereof 1 had no knou ledge till bus Book was tm the 
Preſſe; and it ſeems be found thoſe ſo acceptable that be us ready for 
more. Therefore ow the Lueſtron us not, nhether or no my Compoſi- 
tions ſhall be Publick, bat whether they ſhall come ſorth from me , or from ſome other hand ; and 
which of the two #6 likelteſt to afford the true correft (opres , I leave others to judge. 1n this Book [ 
reprint none that were publiſh'd in the former , or ever in print before, I could tell ye alſo, I 
have often found many of mine that have walkt abroad in other mens names : how they came to leſe 
their Relations and be Anabaptiz'd, I think not worth examining. Only 1 ſhall ſay, that ſome who
